lL FOR HIGHWAY 


No Member of Proposed 


Commission Would Draw 


Pay, and Cities Would 
Have to Build Own Feed- 
er Roads. 


Only “patriotic business men of the 
state’ who would serve- without pay 
would be eligible to membership of 
the state highway commission, accord- 
ing to the bill providing for the crea- 
tion of such. a commission, which was 
completed by the highway commission 
committee of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday. — 

The bill also contains a. provision 
which would make it impossible for 
the commission to spend any of the 
funds at its disposal for the building 
of roads in tértitory: immediately ad- 
jacent to the larger cities of the state, 
thus putting the burden upon the cities 
to construct their. own roads to tap 
the highways leading into the center 
of commeroe. 

The committee which drafted “and 
unanimously concurred in the bills is 
composed of Judge Moses Wright, 
Rome; C. L. Davis, Warm Springs, and 
Judge John A. Smith; of Gainesville. 
These men were in session and a work 
upon the bill the greater part Df the 
day in the offices of the Georgia Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Immediate steps will be taken to 
submit the bill for approval to all of 
the forces in the state interested in 
the matter of roads improvement 
through the formation of a state high- 
ways commission. At the suggestion 
of E. T. Clarke, secretary-manager of 
the state chamber, the committee de- 
cided to submit the bill in its final 
form to Morton Turner, of Quitman, 
Brooks county, with the request that 
he introduce it in the legislature for 
fenactment into law, and a. conference 
with Mr. Turner will be held at as 
early a date as one can be arranged 
for. 

After the bill shall have ‘been put into 
its final form a mass meeting will be 
called at Macon, and everybody in 
Georgia invited to attend. The bill 
will then be gomfé over in detail. After

San Antonio, Texas, April 14.—-The 
Americans on whom the Mexicans at. 
_. Parral fired were unarmed, according 
to an unconfirmed version of the in- 
eicent current in Chihuahua and trans- 
mitted to General Funston today. Ac- 
cording to this story, forty of the 
troopers entered Parral, presumably 
to purchase supplies, and were fired 
upon. Two were killed and the re- 
mainder retreated to the main body of 
troops encamped outside the city. 

The attacking force pursued them 
and were met by fire from the Ameri- 
cans, who were using a machine gun, 
killing forty Mexicans. 

According to ‘this story, the attack- 
ing party comprised Carranza soldiers 
and civilians. 

Credence Given Repert. 

This report of the Parral incident 
Was sent from Chihuahua by Consul 
Letcher to General Bell at El Paso, 
who forwarded it to General Funston. 
Mr. Letcher explained that it was only 
an “unconfirmed version that was cur- 
rent,” but while full allowance was 
given for the qualifying phrase, de- 
partmental officers here were inclined 
to credit the report. 

It was pointed out that in previous 
instances soldiers had entered towns 
to buy supplies and, in view of the 
friendly manner in which they had 
been received, it was considered prob- 
able that they went into Parral un- 
armed. 

General Funston continued his ef- 
forts to get an official report from 
Genera] Pershing of the occurrence, but 
late today no word from him or any 
other officer in the punitive expedi- 
tion had been received. The last heard 
from General Pershing was that he 
was moving south from Satevo and 
it is presumed that the commanding 
afficer of the detachment that got into 
trouble at Parral had sent his report 
back in the usual manner, first to his 
colonel, who then would transmit it to 
General Pershing, who in turn would 
have to overcome the difficulties of 
communication by courier or aero- 
plane to a wireless station. 

General Funston’s orders to officers 
along the line of communication to 
guard against attack are being carried 
out along the entire line, it is under- 

stood. 

No Trace of Gomes's Forces. 

Lieutenants Gorrell and Dargue, in an 
aeroplane, scouting for some trace of 
General Arnulfo Gomez's forces that 
were reported to be moving towards 
Casas Grandes to join in the ptrsuit of 
Villa, failed to locate the troops, but 
made what is said to be a new record 
in army aviation, flying 310 miles in 
four hours and 20 minutes. 

They passed along the Chihuahua-So- 
nora state line some distance over the 
state of Sonora in the neighborhood of 
Pulpitos pags, but saw nothing of any 
troops, notwithstanding a close scrutiny 
of the country from an elevation ef 
7,000 feet. 

General Gomez was at Agua Prieta 
today “awaiting orders.” He expected 
to rejoin his troops, reported moving 
in the direction of the American line 
of communication; when these orders 
are received. 

It was stated at army headquarters 
here today that General Funston now 
has authority to take virtually any ac- 
tion he might consider necessary, even 
to sending into Mexico all of the 19,- 
000 troops of the border patrol. Staff 
officers, however, are of the opinion 
that practically all of the troops now 
along the border are needed at the 
frontier as a boundary guard, .- 

General Funston received no new or- 
ders from Washington today and, it, 
was authoritatively stated, he was 
without specific authority from the 
war department to use the railroad 
between Chihuahua and the border. 
Short of war measure General Funston 
would hesitate to use the failway with- 
out such authority.

Second Note From Mexico. 

On March 25 the Mexican government 
sent a second note which contained 
modification. In it co-operation be- 
tween the forces was agreed upon if 
a request of one of the parties was 
made to that effect.

“No persecution can be begun after 
three days have elapsed from the time. 
oY the commission of the crime unless 
the offenders have remained for that 
length of time in the territery where 
the crime was committed,” 

It was also insisted upon in the new 
draft that clashes between troops of 
the two contracting parties through er- 
rors or the indiseretions of command- 
ers was not to be considered sufficient 
to hold the government of the offenders 
responsible, nor could attacks of i 
itants on the pursuing forces be con- 
sidered as such. 

With this note Minister Arredondo 
was handed the following written in- 
structions: 

“Explain to the secretary of state 
that the Mexican government insists 
on having included in the agreement 
stipulations relative to the limitation 
of the zone through which the pursuing 
forces are to operate; as to the time 
they should remain in that zone; the 
arms to be carried and the maximum 
number of troops. The reasons the Mex- 
ican government has for insisting on 
thie are as follows: In the first place 
the government does not believe that 
the territory east of Piedras Negras 
need be taken into consideration for 
the reason that Villa and his party have 
always operated in the states of Sonora 
and Chihuahua and we consider the ne- 
cessity for extending the agreement to 
the whole frontier remote. 

“In the second place this government 
considers it essential to place a limit 
on the distance which pursuing forces 
may penetrate and believes that 60 kil- 
ometers is ample for the pursuing force 
to come in contact with the bandits or 
the forces of the country which they 
have entered. The latter forces are to 
continue the pursuit. 

“In the third place pursuing parties 
in such instances can have little use 
for artillery and infantry, as action 
must be rapid and can only be carried 
out by cavalry, Infantry and artillery 
cannot be considered as useful to a 
pureuit of this nature by the Mexican 
government as their use may give rise 
to twisted versions and might be the 
cause of serious: encounters between 
residents ef one or the other country. 


Limit ef Eight Days. 


“Furthermore, impress upon the sec- 
retary that the exican government 
believes that for the purposes of pur-, 
suit over the frontier a maximum of 
eight days’ time is sufficient for either 
capturing the offenders or agreeing with 
the forces of the injured country to 
do so.

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\, MEXICAN RESPONSIBILITY. 

If there should occur a breach between 
the United States and Mexico, resulting in 
war and bloodshed, the burden of responsi- 
bility for such outcome must rest upon the 
head and shoulders of de facto President 
Carranza. 

No nation in the world ever went to any 
greater extremities to avoid war and to 
satisfy in every possible respect a country 
with a chip on its shoulder than have the 
United States under the administration of 
President Wilson, in dealing with the re 
public just to the south of us. We have 
occupied a position which, while consistent 
with honor, has been little short of humil- 
jating in our effort to conciliate a nation of 
exaggerated ego. 

The United States put General Carranza 
in power. In company with the South 


American republics, it paved the way for 


the success of his movement, and, accepting 
him as the strongest leader, made it pos- 
sible for him to become at least the tempo- 
rary ruler of the country. If, in his blind- 
ness, he persists in the course he has out- 
lined in his communication, demanding the 
withdrawal of American troops before their 
purpose, undertaken with his permission, is 
accomplished, it is necessarily going to mean 
a clash, the extent of which cannot now be 
predicted. 

General Carranza must either withdraw 
from his attitude of demand for the removal 
of the United States troops who have gone 
after Villa, and who. propose to remain in 
Mexico until Villa is forever silenced, or he 
must take upon his own shoulders the re- 
sponsibility for an encounter which, if it 
comes to the worst, will mean the death of 
several times as many Mexicans as troops 
of the United States; which will result in 
his own downfall, and the indefinite occupa- 


tion of Mexican territory, until every claim 


for which Carranza’s folly is responsible 
has been settled in full. 

It is not a question of threat; all the 
threats that have been made so far have 
come from the Mexican leader, who still 
quakes at the insecurity of his position. 

The United States have sought and are 
continuing to seek a pacific settlement of 
the controversy, but that settlement is im- 
possible short of the capture and punish- 
ment of the man who wilfully murdered the 
citizens of Columbus, New Mexico. 

If Carranza would aid in that movement 
and turn Villa over to the United States 
troops he could be rid of them speedily. 
But until that is accomplished he may as 
well make up his mind that they are there 
to stay and that any responsibility for inter- 
national differences arising out of this expe- 
dition. must rest wholly upon his own 


shoulders.

4 GOVERNMENT PROBLEM. 


The manufacture of nitrates from the air 
which has not yet been undertaken in this 
country, but which must inevitably come, is 
essentially a government problem from two 
distinct viewpoints. In the first place, the 


government must exercise such control in 


respect to this product as will enable it to 
secure at any time such supplies ag it may. 


next, it is of almost equal importance that it 
should be in position to protect the farmers 
of the country against any possible extortion 
in the matter of those nitrate products used 
as fertilizer. 

The Washington Post seems to think that 
the United States government has been 


business of manufacturing nitrates on its 
own hook—to set up its own plant, using 


‘such: proportion of the product as it may 
need in making powder, and selling the rest 


to the farmer in the capacity of fertilizer 
manufacturer. Discussing pending proposals 
with reference to nitrate plants, without 
specifically designating them, or their na- 
ture, The Post says: 


12 It is new proposed that the government 
shall appropriate 315,000,000 or $20,009,- 
000 for. the establishment of a nitrate 
plant. Although it possesses absolute 
control of water power and can dictate 
such terms to private enterprises as it 
sees fit, the government must brush aside 
individuals and manufacture its own ni- 
trate, according to the advocates’ of this 
plan. Coupled with the proposed pro- 
duction of nitrate, it is proposed. that. 
the government shall go into the fertil- 
izer business and sell to farmers the 
surplus product of the nitrate plant. In 
this field, also, it seems to be the settled 
conviction of some reformers that the 
contract system is a failure; at private 
enterprise, in some unexplained manner, 
is more cunning than the government and 
will always overreach it, and that the 
nation’s safety. depends upon the. monop- 
olization by the government of the sources 
of supply and the means of manufac- 
ture. 


The Post is in error m, apparently; seck- 


made to induce the government to set up a 
nitrate monopoly of its own. So far as we 
have been able to learn, there is no such 
proposal. 

The nearest thing to this is the sugges- 
tion that congress should provide for the de- 
velopment of a sufficiently extensive water 
power, both for navigation and power pur- 
poses, sell the power at a fixed price to the 
highest bidder for the sole purpose of manu- 
facturing ‘nitrates and then regulate the 
price of the product whether it for use as 
powder or as a fertilizer. 

The problem of regulation from govern- 
ment standpoint ought to appeal to congress 
as a matter of economy and of safeguarding 
the public interest in the cost of powder 
supplies. And certainly the farmers of the 
country are entitled to government watchful- 
ness in the matter of fertilizer cost. 

We have set up an expensive agricultural 
department in the effort to help the farmer 
with his problems; but we have done abso- 
lutely nothing to assist or safeguard him in 
a financial way. 

It is simply a question whether we shall 
let him go on paying export duties on top 
of exorbitant prices for Chilean saltpetre, 
the only present source of nitrogen fertilizer, 
or provide a means whereby he can secure 
a satisfactory substitute made in th coun- 
try at approximately one-half the cost.

tional governments there own 107,000 miles 
ot their roads, as compared to 99,000 miles 
owned by private corporations. The United 
States owns and operates the railroads ‘of 
the canal zone, owns and operates about 
forty miles of mineral roads in the mountains 
of Nevada and New Mexico, and ie now build- 
ing a 70-mile road in Alaska. 

It is equally true that thé tendency of 
our age is against ownership by the indi- 
vidual states. Among the comthonwealths of 
this country that have tried state ownership 
and operation are Missouri, Pennsylvania, 
North Carolina, Indiana, California and Geor- 
gia. Georgia was fortunate. enough to get 
an early lease of her road, but the other 


states were not, and lost from: 91,800,000 to 


$22,604,000 each, before they were persuaded 
to give up their experiments. 7 
There are in the United States about 
250,000 miles of rmilroads. The W. & A. road 
is 138 miles long. The idea of Georgia own- 
ing and operating 138 miles and €epending 
upon the vast private systems to feed that 
short line is preposterous. Our only possible 
alternatives are to lease or sell the road. 
The lease possibilities are narrowing as con- 
centration becomes more effectual, and the 
day may come when a lease will be impossi- 
ble. At the present time there are systems 
of railroads that need the W. & A. to com- 
plete their connections. This road is not 


needed by the state for any possible purpose, 


save for revenue, so if we can dispose of it 
at a price that is reasonable and just, we 
will not only preserve our financial standing, 
as a state, but we will withdraw from the 
field of state ownership and competition, and 
thus abandon positions that have long since 
been considered untenable by all our sister 
states. 

The fact that the lease of this road has 


proven profitable in the past does not any 


more argue that it will prove so in the fu- 
ture than that a man who is a tenant today 
will be a tenant forever. How do we know 
and how can we know that the L. & N. sys- 
tem, or any system, will need this road in 


the days that are yet to be? Therefore, it. 


is not a safe investment, but, on the other 
hand, is an investment of mere speculation, 
dependent absolutely upon the desires of 
private systems. 

To extend the state road to the sea would 
not only mean a great bonded indebtedness, 
but would mean the “bottling up” of rich 
and would mean a hardship to 
every taxpayer in the counties through which 
it passes, and heaven only knows who would 
operate the whole thing. 

In a recent discussion of this subject, Mr. 
Burwell points out that we are paying an- 
nually $252,000 for interest on our debt of 
$6,215,000 and $100,000 as a sinking fund. The 
income from the State road is only $420,000 
per year, so we only receive a surplus of 
$70,000 annnally from this property, which 
is valued at from $15,000,000' to $20,000,000. 
If Georgia Gould sell the road at the mini- 
mum estimate, she could pay off her bonded 
indebtedness, pay off the school teachers and 
have about’ $8,000,000 left to invest in 
county and municipal bonds at 5 per cent. 
This would yield us an interest of $400,000 
per year, to say nothing of the taxes that 
the road would pay. As it is, we get $70,000 
as compared to $400,000 and taxes. 

Public sentiment along the W. & A. favors, 
first, the sale of this road, and, second, a 
long lease, subject to taxation by the coun- 
ties and municipalities through which it 
passes. We know not what. may be the mind 
of the whole state, but when that commis- 
sion, so wisely appointed by our governor 
last summer, has reported the findings of its 
months of research, and has recommended 
a course to take, we believe it will be the 
plan of our lawmakers and the purpose of 
our whole people to solve the problem, and 
solve it well, without favor to any interest 
or prejudice to any sections of our common- 
wealth.

Advocates Ab 
Of Judges by the Governor 


— 

Editor Constitution: A great deal is be- 
ing said in Georgia at this time in reference 
to disregard of law. Some of the writers 
attribute a part of this condition of affairs 
to the election of our judges by the people; 
and, inasmuch as I have entertained convic- 
tions along this line for some time, I quote 
herewith from a paper submitted by me to 
the Georgia Bar association in 1913, at Warm 
Springs, which reads, in part, as follows: 

“I believe that our judges should be ap- 
pointed as ghey were from 1861 to 1865, and 
from 1868 to 1877—by the governor of Geor- 
gia, subject to confirmation by the senate. I 
quote from Mr. Jenkins, chairman of Geor- 
gia’s constitutional convention of 1877: ‘It 
is a dangerous experiment, in my opinion, 
to allow the judiciary to mingle fairly among 


the people, and to decide upon their inter- 


erts, life, liberty and property; and with a 
perfect knowledge that after the lapse ot 
two or three or four years they come before 
these people again and ask for their vote.’ 
“The events of thirty-six years do not 
impair. the integrity of wisdom of this 
language. Nearly all of the states in the 
union have yielded to this vagary of elect- 
ing judges by the people, excepting only, as 
near as I can ascertain, the states of Maine, 
Delaware, Rhode Island, Mississippi, Connec- 
ticut, New Jersey, Massachusetts, Vermont 
and New Hampshire. In all these states the 
judges are appointed by the governors, ex- 
cepting Vermont and Rhode Island. In these 
states they are elected by the legislature. 

“and yet, with what heroic eloquenes the 
apostle of reform may say that men Whe 
thus declare themselves are unwilling: fo 
trust the people of Georgia. How plausible 
the argument! How easy to sail on seas of 
prejudice and passion to the heights of 
power! Fearless, pure-minded judges, how 
long will you remain so, banished’ from the 
dignity of your court surroundings to the 
gross environments of twentieth-century 
knock-down-and-drag-out politics, and sub- 
jected to the harrowing vicissitudes of a 
fickle-minded public? 

“A judge, above all other men, called upon 
to represent society, must determine the 
issues of 1 
fortunes of men; 
between factions and clans; and he should 


not, in any measure, be placed at the mercy } 


og the man called before the bar of justice, 
charged with crime, or any measure at the 
mercy of the man who sees his property 
lodged in the hollow of the judicial hand (for 
disposition), for this man sees only the 
judge, hears only the judge; hears not thé 
law, harbors no resentment at the legis- 
lator who proposed the law, or at the legis- 
lature which passed the law, or at the 
governor who vitalized the ‘law with his ap- 
proval; but is angered alone at the judge 
whose function is to administer the law.“ 

In my opinion, it is a great mistake to 
elect judges; by the people, and the thing 
ought to be changed as soon as possible.

He 
had a monopoly of all the desire of this sort 
in Europe, it seems. In 1825 he set out 
again and spent two years north of Hud- 
son’s Bay living on climate and scenery. 
This satisfied him for eighteen years, but 
once more he set out in 1843 with two 
steamships, provisions for three years and 
100 tons of scientific instruments, leaving 
directions to forward his mail to the north 
pole. 

At. the end of five years no souvenir 
cards having been received from the ex- 
plorer, there began to be a suspicion in Eng- 
land that something had happened to him 
and a relief expedition was sent out. For 
the next thirty yes, explorers and under- 
takers tontinued to search for Sir John over 
the unending snowdrifts of the polar desola- 
tion and finally in 1879 his body was discov- 
ered in the midst of a 100,000 square mile 
snow field and was brought home. .He had 
died in 1847, according to a note left by a 
later victim; of starvation, exhaustion, cold 
and other contributing causes. 

The devotion and daring: of the men who 
spent years in searching over half a cohti- 
nent for Franklin without a heating stove 
or grocery store within 1,600 miles is only 
equalled by the spirit of Franklin, who left 
a good home, a big income and a 1,000 H. P. 
pull in politics to die in a snowdrift 3,000 
miles north of civilization with a sextant in 
his hand. It has taken a lot of brave men 
to explore this globe and plat it into corner 
lots.

ATLANTA NORTHERN. 
ASKED TO PAY FEE 


Lawyers and Receivers Now 
Claim $5,000 for Five-Hour 
Receivership. 


Following a petition of a few weeks 
ago for a receiver for the properties 
of the Atlanta Northern Railroad com- 
pany, Superior Court Judge H. L. Pat- 
terson, of Marietta, will today hear 
argument as to the liability of the rail- 
road company to pay attorney and re- 
eceivers’ fees growing out of the ac- 
tion. 

A proceeding was instituted in the 
Cobb county superior court recently 
asking that a receiver be appointed to 
take charge of the properties of the 
railroad company which, it was al- 
leged, was insolvent and unable to meet 
its obligations. The action was based 
upon the alleged failure of the rail- 
road company to pay off and satisfy a 
judgment amounting to $3,500 previous- 
ly, obtained against it in a trial court. 

Superior Jüdge Patterson, of Ma- 
rietta, granted the order prayed for 
by appointing two receivers who, at 
the expiration of five hours, were re- 
leased upon the showing being made by 
the railroad company. ' 

When the high court, before whom 
an appeal in this case was pending, 
sustained the finding of the lower court 
in awarding the damages prayed for, 
it was paid off and satisfied. 

Subsequent to the dismissal of the 
receivership proceedings, attorneys rep- 
resenting the receivers filed a claim 
asking the sum of $2,500 as attorneys’ 
fees and an additional $2,500 as re- 
ceivers fees. The actual cost of the 
receivership proceeding did not ex- 
ceed $8 or $10, according to Walter 
Colquitt, attorney for the railroad com- 
ee Colquitt stated last night that 
the claim for fees for the attorneys 
in filing. the proceeding and for the 
receivers for acting as such would be 
contested. Should a finding be made 


‘Bi that the railroad company is heldliable 


for the fees prayer for, an appeal will 
be taken to the appellate court. It is 
the contention of the railroad eom- 
pany that it is under no legal liability 
under the facts made out in the former 
hearing in which the court rescinded 
its appointment of the receivers and 
discharged them.

UP STEEP MOUNTAIN 


Describe the Fight at 
Aguas Calientes. | 


Pershing’s Camp at Front. Mexico, 
April 7.— (By Courier to Columbus, N. 
M., April 14.)—About thirty men of the 
Tenth cavalry, negroes, who were in 
the fight with Villa bandits April 1, 
at Aguas Calientes, arrived here to- 
day for rest and re-outfitting. 

The men were sure they had killed 
more than the three dead covered in the 
official report. Three times the Villa 
forces, numbering about 150, attempted 
to ambush the advance guards of the 
Tenth. Not more than three troops of 
the Tenth participated in the fight, 
which lasted an hour and a half. 

The Tenth was riding for Guerrero, 
when they approached the town of 
Aguas Calientes. The advance guard 
went. forward cautiously as they ap- 
roached the town, which was hidden 
ehind a*thill. Nearing the top of this 
rise, the advance guard was, without 
warning, subjected to volley fire from 
both sides of the road. Troop E was 
brought up at a trot, while F troop 
went around to flank the Villa bandits. 
Troop H was hurried forward. 


Used Their Pistols. 


As E troop rounded the hill at a gal- 
lop, it came within a minute’s ride of 
the Villa forces on that side. Some of 
the cavalrymen got so close that they 
used their pistols. One Villa man was 
killed in this part of the skirmishing 
by a pistol shot at about fifty yards. 
The moment that E troop appeared the 
Villa bandits rode for the side of a 
mountain overlooking the town. 

“It was the steepest mountain side 


we have seen anybody climbing,” said 


one of the men today, “and they knew 
the trails while we did not, but we went 
up after them. We went up on our 
horses until they made a stand from 
behind rocks. The bullets were whis- 
tling all around us, but they never hit 
one of us. They had a machine gun in 
action, too. We dismounted and return- 
ed the fire. Then they ran farther up 
the mountain with us after them until 
they made another stand. We opened 
fire on them again, but they would not 
stand. At last they. got away in the 
steep trails which they knew while we 
climbed rocks and fallen tree trunks 
and fell behind.“ . 

An officer said the negro troopers 
9 the place from which the ma- 
chine gun fire came and got there so 
rapidly that they found the tripod on 
which it had stood, still in place. The 
gun, however, was gone. 

One machine gun of the Americans 
was in action for a very short time, 
firing only a few rounds. It poured 
these into a cabin, wounding a Villa 
bandit concealed there. 


Killed Trying te Save Burro. 


Among the Villa men killed was a 
soldier who tarried too long while try- 
ing to take his burro off with him. 
reason for his eagerness to save 
burro was apparent when the 
The burro 
stood beside him, loaded with what the 
cavalrymen in this campaign have 
dubbed “gold,” namely coffee. Most 
of the soldiers regarded this capture 
as of more importance than the Villa 
prisoners, or of the two dozen horses 
and mules taken. The Carranza prison- 
ers held by the bandits were liberated 
by the Americans. 

A detachment of the Tenth, arriving 
here today, had been without an issue 
of regular rations since March 21. 
They had lived off the country, eating 
beef, beans and parched corn. They 
appeared to be in good condition, but 
their horses needed rest. 

“All the newspapers are gone at 
Aguas Calientes,” one trooper remark- 
e We burned them up, everyone of 
them, making cigarette papers.” 

„I'll stay in this country hunting 
Villa for ten years,” said another, “if 
they will just give me something to 
eat right now, quick.” 

These men had worn out their shoes. 
They said they had seldom ridden or 
walked on a road during the sixteen 
days they have been out, but had been 
climbing in mountains. 

The squadron in the Aguas Calientes 
fight was commanded by Colonel W. C. 
Brown. Major Charles Young led the 
immediate chase of the bandits. Lieu- 
tenant Henry Abbey, Jr., commanded 
the advance guard, which took the first 
Villa fire. ieutenant John Kennard 
commanded F troop.

GREAT BRITAIN SETTLES 
WITH AMERICAN PACKERS 


London, April 14.—Restitution for the 
seizure of $17,000,000 worth of goods 
shipped abroad by American packers 
was made by the British government 
today, following the settlement of the 
cases in the prize court. The Armour, 
Swift, Hammond and Morris companies 
were represented by Chandler P. An- 
derson. Lloyd Griscomb represented 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger. 

The seized foodstuffs made up the 
cargoes of 34 ships. Most of the goods 
had been consigned to Denmark and 
Holland, although some was on its way 
to Norway and Sweden. 

Sir Edward Grey, British foreign sec- 
retary, received Messrs. Anderson and 
Griscom this afternoon. The Ameri- 
can attorneys expressed warm appre- 


‘ciation of the courtesy and fairness 


shown by the British officials, to which 
Sir Ed Grey replied: 

I hope the people of America will 
accept the friendly settlement of the 
packers’ case as a further evidence of 
the good will of Great Britain toward 
the United States, and of the desire of 


[the British governmént to maintain its 


spirit of justice and fairness despite 
1 the difficulties and new problems 

arising from the condition of war.”

the Packing Industry. 


Washington, April 14.—Governor Stu- 
art, of Virginia, who raises cattle, told 
a house subcommittee today that stock 
raisers have lost money in the last year 
due largely to lack of competition 
among beef packers. 

He was testifying for the Borland res- 
olution to investigate the packing in- 
dustry to determine if the anti-trust 
laws are being violated. ‘ 

“In the thirty years that I have bee 
raising cattle I never have had more 
than one bid ona single bunch of 
stock,” he said. “When that condition 
obtains year after year, there is orly 
one conclusion to reach about what the 
packers are doing.” 

Chairman Carlin asked whether there 
was any money in cattle raising. 


Profit Very Small. 

“If a raiser is satisfied with small 
profits, as I am, I would say yes,” the 
9 replied. In my dest years 

have not made in excess of six per 
cent on my investment. Last year I did 
not receive more than 1% per cent.” 

Governor Stuart said he was unable 
to explain why cattle went so low in 
1915. “The market between the pro- 


p 
ducer of raw material and the finished 


product is being cut in two,” he said. 
“If producers in my country had sur- 
rendered foup-fifths of their cattle land 
they would be better off.” 

The governor raises cattle on 30,000 
— e said cattle production is fall - 
ng off. 

vernor Stuart declared the Borland 
resolution was not comprehensive 
enough in scope.

815,000,000 for a GO 
ernment Plant. 


Washington, April 14.—The senate 
late today adopted the army bill amend- 
ment of Senator Smith, of South Caro- 
line, appropriating $15, 00,000 for a 
government nitrate plant. The vote was 
43 to 22. 

What Amendment Provides, 


This action disposed of the second big 
fight in the senate over the senate sub- 
stitute for the house army reorganiza- 
tion Dill. Senator Smith’s amendment 
provides for the sale of Panama al 
bonds for raising the required $15,000,- 
000 and the president is authorized to 
designate not more than five water- 
power sites for power plants.“ When 
products of these plants, which will be 
operated exclusively by the government, 
are not needed for manufacture of 
munitions of war, the surplus could be 
disposed of by the secretary of war for 
fertilizer. 

Three democrats, Senators Chamber- 
lain, chairman of the military affairs 
committee; Hardwick, and Johnson, of 
Maine, voted 2 the amendment, 
while seven repwhlicans, Senators Clapp, 
Gronna, Kenyon, LaFollette, u 
ber, Norris and Poindexter, joined the 
majority in supporting it. 

Today’s action was taken in spite of 
the contentions of the military commit- 
tee that an army. reorganization meas- 
ure was no place for water power leg- 
islation.

In Madam O Gormans Address 


War through the eyes of a woman 
nothing of the “who” and the “why” 
of the starting of this war, nothing of 
the great strategy, of this coup and 
the other great feat of arms, nothing 
of glory won at the gory mouth of the 
cannon—just the suffering, the self- 
sacrifice, the unspeakable horror of it 
all was the message which Madam 
O’Gorman brought to Atlahtg last night. 

Madam O’Gorman, wife of the O’Gor- 
man, who is now commandifig. an Irish 
regiment in France, spoke at the Lyric 
theaté?f in behalf of the French Wound- 
ed Emergency fund, and came to 
America as the accredited representa- 
tive of the allied governments. 

Madam O’Gorman, many times a 
heroine through her services in the 
hospitals of Belgium and France, told 
the story of her own experiences,

pital service of the allies practically 
ever since the outbreak of the war, and, 
until her present visit to America, has 
rarely been out of earshot of cannon 
and the rumble of the hespital ambu- 
lance.

Another interesting incident she told 
concerning King Albert happened in 
France.
